e Metrics for system outcomes — Kristy Greenwalt provided an overview of the data and then
Tania Mortensen of DHS and Tom Fredericksen of the Community Partnership walked
through the 2020 performance data.

e Priorities for Partnership to End Homelessness — Kristy Greenwalt overviewed the role of the
Community Foundation’s Partnership to End Homelessness (PTEH) whose goal is to unite
the public and private sectors in order to achieve the goal of ending homelessness in DC.
